Stone  Roads. 

WHAT  HAS  BEEN  ACCOMPLISHED  IN  BLOOM¬ 
FIELD,  MONTCLAIR  AND  VDJOININO 
TOWNS  THE  LAST  TWO  YEARS. 

To  The  Bloomfield  Citizen  : 

The  “Hard  Road”  question  Is  one  so 
prominently  before  us  at  the  present  time 
that  now  as  the  work  for  1886  is  about 
completed,  we  should  look  back  a  little 
aud  see  what  has  been  accomplished  in 
the  last  two  years,  and  from  the  exper¬ 
ience  gained  thereby  make  plans  and  sug¬ 
gestions  for  the  future. 

There  has  been  laid  in  Bloomfield  the 
following  ^roadways  with  trap  rock  :  In 
1884,  (Nov.)  Broad  St.  from  the  Centre  to 
Liberty  St.,  830  feet  long,  20  feet  wide, 
inches  deep  iu  centre  aud  3  inches  out- 
side. 

In  1885,  Broad  St  from  Liberty  St.  north 
to  Belleville  avetine,  l,5l)u  feet  long  20  feet 
wide  and  six  inches  deep. 

Orange  St  from  connection  with  East 
Orange  line  East,  500  feet  long,  10  feet 
wide  and  8  inches  deep 
Ir^l886,  Broad  St.  North  from  Belleville 
avenue  to  Osborn  St  2.015  feet  long,  .20 
feet  wide  and  0  inches  deep. 

.  Orange  St.  (at  Watsesslng  depot)  800 
feet  lbng.  16  feet  wide  and  6  Inches  deep. 

On  Watsessing  avenue  100  feet  long,  ill 
feet  wide  and  6  i  ehes  deep. 

This  makes  about  5,700  lineal  feet,  laid 
at  a  q0st  of  about  $5,000  and  does  not  In¬ 
clude  the  extra  work  done  on  Glenwood 
avenue,  the  triangle  in  the  Centre,  or 
the  making  of  Broad  street  the  full  width 
in  front  of  the  Post  0:fice,  Hotel  etc., 
which  cost  about  $600  more. 

This,  without  question,  is  the  cheapest 
investment  ever  made  in  connection  with 
our  roads  and  many  citizens  have  suggest¬ 
ed  making  larger  appropriations  for  this 
work,  so  that  it  can  go  on  faster,  for  it  is 
only  a  question  of  time  with  us  as  well  as 
with  adjoining  towns,  that  all  the  thor¬ 
oughfares  aio  macadamized. 

An  appiopriation  for  1887  of  $8,000 
would  macadamize  the  following  streets  : 

Broad  St.  from  Osborn  street  to  Bay 
Lane,  3,(  00  feet ;  Orange  St.  from  Frank¬ 
lin  St.  to  present  stone  road,  2,200  feet; 
Franklin  St.  fiom  Broad  St.  to  Orange  St. 
2,400 ;  Washington  Ave.  fiom  Bloomfield 
aveuuc  to  Franklin  St.,  500  feet. 

This  would  give  a  completed  stone  road 
for  over  13,0  0  feet  and  would  act  as  an 
incentive  (as  it  has  algjauiy  )  to  the  putting 
down  of  better  sidewalks,  curbing  etc. 

The  next  year  (1888)  the  following 
stree'a  could  be  done  : 

Glenwood  avenue  from  D.  L.  A  W. 
depot  to  East  Orange  line;  2,000  feet; 
Washington  avenue  from  Glenwood  Ave. 
to  Montclair  line  4(500 ,  Montgomery  St, 
from  Franklin  St.,  1,000  feet;  Broad  St. 
from  Bay  Lane  nor  h.  2,000  feet ;  Franklin 
St.  from  Orange  2,000  feet;  Belleville  ave¬ 
nue  from  Broad  St.  to  canal,  1,500  feet.  ^ 
-  The  need  of  each  town  committee  after 
they  come  in  power  is  “more  money”  to 
use  on  stone  roads.  , 

There  are  plenty  who  ask  to  have  im¬ 
provements  made  in  thejr  particular  locali¬ 
ty  who  seem  to  forget  that  the  first  con¬ 
sideration  should  be  the  attending  of  the 
public  meeting  that  recommends  to  the 
voters  the  granting  of  appropriations  to 
carry  out  the  needs  of  the  township. 

The  present  Committee,  and  any  we 
may  elect  hereafter,  would  be  only  too 
willing  (judiciously)  to  cariy  out  the  wish' 
of  the  people  in  everything  affecting  the 
good/R>  the  township,  and  the  question 
paramount  to ibtpsx  all  is  Good  Hard  StoDe 
Roads  and  Good  Sidewalks. 

In  my  next  article  I  will  show  what  has 
been  done  in  Montclair  aud  other  towns 
near  us.

Orange. 

—A  fire  broke  out  about  4.20  o’clock 
Wednesday  morning  in  the  rear  portion  of 
the  Central  Hotel,  and  the  upper  portion 
of  the  building  was  destroyed,  causing  a 
loss  by  fife  and  water  of  over  $4,000! 
There  were  some  forty  persons  in  the  ho¬ 
tel  and  thirteen  were  asleep  in  the  exten¬ 
sion  when  Mr.  Joseph  Fallon,  one  of  the 
boarders,  was  awakened  py  some  noise, 
and  as  it  continued  he  pp. md  his  door 
and  discovered  fiaiues  in  the  hall  at  the 
head  of  the  only  stairway.  Without  wait¬ 
ing  to  dress  he  ran  to  every  door  in  the 
extension  and  alarmed  the  sleepers.  At 
the  Hist  alarm  the  Inmates  of  the  hotel 
were  panic  stiicken  and  rushed  up  and 
down  stairs  in  tneir  night  clothes  and 
bare  footed,  while  others  app-  ared  upon 
the  sidewalk  carrying  bunules  of  clothing, 
trunks,  etc.  James  E.  Browne  and  anoth¬ 
er  boarder,  «h  >  slept  in  the  rear  part  of 
the  extension,  finding  the  hall  full  of 
flame,  made  a  rope  of  two  sheets  and  a 


blanket  land  escaped  from  the  window. 
Foriuna&eiy,  no  one  was  in  any  way  injur¬ 
ed.  but  most  «f  the  occupants  of  the 
rooms  is  the  extension  lost  all  of  their 
personal  effects.  The  loss  is  estimated  as 
atfput  $2,000  on  the  building  and  $2,000 
upon  th«  furniture,  etc.

The  patient  was  a  man 
weighing  about  thre*  hundred  pounds. 
When  the  train  arrived  at  Dover  the  man 
refused  to  get  off  the  train,  and  he  smash¬ 
ed  three  seats  aud  a  window  in  the  car.  It 
took  ten  men  to  subdue  him.  He  Is  pro¬ 
nounced  one  of  the  strongest  and  most 
violent  that  has  ever  been  taken  to  the 
asylum.
